be  very  difficult  to  obtain  suitable  materials  of 
which  to  construct  the  shelter,     in  addition,  if  the 
concrete  walls  of  the  house  which  contain  this  tent 
are  broken  and  cracied,  it  is  very  likely  that  the 
tent  inside  will  be  torn  or  destroyed  by  the  blast 
or  pieces  of  shell  and  broken  stone  which  will  be  the 
result  of  the  explosion  necessary  to  pierce  the  walls.
